Background/Supporting Information

On August 21, 2012, Transit for Livable Communities (TLC) staff notified Public Works staff to
proceed with the Glenwood Avenue Bike Lane Project (Project Number G39015MGLE). The purpose
of the project is to install bicycle lanes, sharrows, and bike racks on Glenwood Avenue between
Xerxes Avenue N and 10" Street N. Over the past five years public process and negotiations with
TLC and Hennepin County staff have resulted in the plan below. Initial work on the project began this
past fall and will continue into next summer.

Due to varying street widths, the project includes these basic cross-sections:

¢ One travel and one bike lane in both directions, plus one-sided parking.

e One travel lane and one bike lane in one direction and a shared lane (sharrows) in other
direction with parking both sides.

¢ One shared lane (sharrows) in both directions with parking both sides.

e Plus appropriate transitions and turn lanes at a few intersections.

Public Works seeks authorization to accept both grant amendments and to enter into the appropriate
MnDOT agreements. Public Works also seeks passage of the accompanying resolutions.
